The set is wooden and has a large airplane dial. Three knobs 
(ON/VOL, BAND, and TUNING), a half-moon "eye" cover, and a dark gold 
grille cloth to the left of the "guts" of the radio. 


It tunes .55 - 7.2 MHz in two bands. I always liked the way it 
had cities marked on the dial around 49m., and the "Class A Amateur" 
at 80m always made me wonder where "class B" went.

It looks like quite a few of us got to Timonium. I went today (Sunday). 


Early reports of possible rain proved erroneous; the weather was bit 
cool to start with but otherwise it was great. 


This is a rather big hamfest and I wonder just how far the dealers come from. 
I noticed one guy from Chicago who shows up in Maryland a couple of times 

a year and one of the banners put up at one of the indoor booths said 

they were from Missouri. 


One thing I keep an eye out for are R390A's. I didn't see a one. But 
Dennis's report said they were there on Saturday, so I guess the 
supply has not completly dried up. 


I seem to find the oddball and really cheap stuff. Anyhow, here 
are a few items spotted along the way: 


Some test equipment: A Tek' 545B ‘scope with plug-in and also 

a 1L5 spectrum analyzer plug-in for $90. A URM-25F signal generator 
for $50. Didn't stop to talk to either of these guys. Also, saw 

a nice GR-1606A RF bridge. Someday I may just shell out the money 
for one of these, but wasn't ready to pay the $300 asking price today. 


So how about a radio? A nice looking Hallicrafters SX-117 and HT-44 
pair with a T.0. Keyer was ask $250. It sold just as I was coming 
up to look at it a second time. I think he got what he asked for it. 


Are the collectors really running up the prices of 2m AM radios? 

I saw a 2m Gonset Communicator III sitting on a table and asked the 
price: $100 _firm_. I talked to the guy for a few minutes and 

he says that collectors in the northeast are paying ridiculously high 
prices for equipment in original condition (unmodified). 


Well, you don't have to pay a bunch of money to get an old tube radio. 
There was a Gonset G-76 with a homebrew PS for $50. 
Also saw an HW-12 for $20. 


Tube type VHF FM radios are not real popular on this list, but one 

or two people have expressed some interest. Usually, I see nothing 

of this sort at hamfests, but today you would have had several choices. 
There was a Motorola U41GGT there and if you want something of really 
historical interest a low band (low-range) GE pre-Prog. This is 

a two case unit with a vibrator PS for the receiver and a dynamotor 
for the transmitter with its two 807s. 

Also a couple of GE Progress Line radios. 


Here's one for the "You never know what might show up" category. 
Somewhere in my project queue are a couple of CV-89 Teletype receiving 
convertors. Fortunately, I have a manual for them. The manual shows 


two CV-89s set up with a CM-22 comparator for diversity reception. 

I never really thought about looking for the CM-22, but I was wandering 
around in the "indoor tailgate" area and there it was. Price $5. 

So if I ever get around to putting these things together I can 

run diversity RTTY. I'll also need a few acres of land for the antennas. 


I also saw the military style mobile radio shack. I wonder if the 

WBAL van that was there might be more useful. It has a telescoping tower 
mounted on board that extends up to about 25 feet.
